Syria optimistic about Lebanon peace 

LONDON (R) — Syrian Foreign Minister Faiouq A1 Shara’a said 
on Sunday that his country was optimistic that peace could be 
reached in Lebanon despite the collapse of a Syrian-sponsored 
accord between the three main militias. “There is no very sig- 
nificant opposition no the tripartite accord," Mr. Shara’a told 
interviewers cm British commercial television’s programme “Face 
the Press.” He said the tripartite agreement, which collapsed in 
January, was the first be tween the three main militias in Lebanon. 
Asked if there was hope, he said: “Yes we arc optimistic.'* Mr. 
Shara’a said Syria was ready to help the Lebanese reconcile their 
differences and stop bloodshed. “But we cannot replace them in 
reaching a reconcfliarion" he added. Hie minister, who visited 
Britain last week, urged Egypt to scrap its peace treaty with Israel 
contending that this was to blame for rioting by Egyptian police 
conscripts.

LONDON (AP) — • Pakistani 
opposition leader Benazir Bhutto 
intends, to return home per- 
manently from exile in London at 
the end of March and embark on a 
nationwide political iour, risking 
arrest again-, her spokesman said 
on Sunday. The return of Miss 
Bhntto, leader of her executed 
father's Pakistan People’s Party, 
could , test the Pakistan gov- 
ernment's pledge to allow free pol- 
itical activity folkwing the Jan. 1 
end of cight-and-a-half years of 
martial law, said her spokesman. 
Bashir Riaz. "If she is allowed to 
address public meetings and take 
part in political activities, then 
dial's OK.” Riaz said. "But there 
is great fear that she wOl be arr- 
ested. and if she is, the workers of 
the party wfll star: agitation... she 
knows the dangers.” 


Romanian foreign

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Iraqis launch major 

offensive to counter 
Iranians in north 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraq announced its 
forces launched a major counter-offensive 
northeast of Sulaymaniyeh on Sunday lib- 
erating three strategic heights captured by 
the Iranians two weeks ago. 


Baghdad Radio said heights no. 
1225, J251 and 1625 were com- 
pletely cleared uf Iranian forces 
and' 'the situation has stabilised in 
our favour.” 

Last Friday, Iraq reported rec- 
apturing two mountains and two 
lesser height* in the same region 
near the Iraqi city of Cfawarta in 
Iraqi Kurdistan. 

The Iranians occupied the hei- 
ghts in an offensive launched cm 
Feb. 15 man attempt to ease Iraqi 
pressure oa the Iranian force* 
occupying the Fao Peninsula in 
the southern batticfmnt. 

• The Iranians occupied parts of 
the Fso Peninsula m an earlier 
offensive, which was launched 
across the Sbatt AJ Arab wat- 
erway in the southern most corner 
of Iraq on Feb. 9. 

Iraq says that the Iranians have 
been flushed out most of the ter- 
ritory' they captured in Fao, but 
Iran insists its forces still hold S50 
.square kdometres in the area. 
There was no immediate Iranian 
comment on Sunday’s Iraqi rep- 
ort . Earlier in the day, however. 


the official Iranian news agency 
(IRNA) claimed the Iranian for- 
ces were still in control of 300 squ- 
are kilometres, including strategic 
mountains, in the Chwarta region. 

Meanwhile, both Iran and Iraq 
reported heavy ground and air 
fighting in the Fao Peninsula. 

Iraq and Iran also claimed on 
Sunday to have shot down enemy 
aircraft, with Iran also claiming its 
.forces wiped out an Iraqi battalion 
trying to retake Fao. 

The Iraqi news agency (INA) 
reported the downing of an Ira- 
nian helicopter by anti-aircraft 
fire along the Iran-Iraq border on 
the Sulcymaniyeh from. 

The region, about 290 kil- 
ometres northeast of Baghdad, is 
where the Iranians launched an 
attack late last month, apparently 
to reduce pressure on their troops 
holding the Fao Peninsula. 

IRNA claimed that an Iraqi 
warplane was shot down in the 
Fao region by anti-aircraft fire 
Saturday night. It claimed the 
plane was the 68th Iraqi craft 
downed since the start of Iron's 


Fao offensive on Feb. 9. 

Aziz briefs Mubarak 

In Cairo, Iraqi Foreign Minister 
Tareq Aziz and Egypt’s President 
Hosni Mubarak held talks on 
Sunday, shortly after Mr. Aziz arr- 
ived for discussions on the Gulf 
war and other issues. 

Mr. Aziz told airport reporters 
be was to “brief and reassure" Mr. 
Mubarak on the situation at the 
warfront, adding "we are deeply 
confident that we will win.” 

He said he brought a verbal 
message for the president from 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein, 
covering Middle East problem, 
the Gulf war and bQateral rel- 
ations. 

Egypr supports Iraq in the wai 
against Iran and supplies it with 
weapons and other military har- 
dware. 

Mr. Aziz said Iraq had rec- 
aptured 95 per cent of territory 
taken by Iran on the northern war- 
front and had Iranian forces hol- 
ding the Fao Peninsula go mpletely 
under siege. “Our troops are adv- 
ancing according to a planned 
programme.” be said. 

Egypt’s Foreign Minister Esmat 
Abdul Meguid said Egypt was 
keen to reaffirm support for Iraq, 
“the protective shield of this reg- 
ion against Iranian penetration.” 


Israeli soldier killed, 5 injured 
in Lebanon commando ambush 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Four 
Lebanese commandos ambushed 
an Israeli army patrol in South 
Lebanon on Sunday, killing one 
Israeli soldier and wounding five 
others, the Israeli army said. 

Two commandos were killed 
while the other two escaped, the 
army said in a communique. In a 
sub^quent search of die area the 
soldiers discovered Kalashnikov 
rifles and grenades by the bodies, 
said the army. 

Five Israeli soldiers were wou- 
nded in the incident, latesria the 
recent escalation of attacks in Isr- 
ael's self-styled "security zone" 
against (he Israelis :<nd their 
“South Lebanon Army'” militia 
allies. 

An Israeli spokesman said the 
dash occurred about five kil- 
ometres north of the Israeli border 
shortly after midnight. 


The incident raised the Israeli 
death toll in Lebanon to 660 since 
the 1982 invasion. 

The commandos attacked the 
Israeli patrol with grenades and 
assault rifles, sources quoted by 
AP said. 

Israeli troops in armoured per- 
sonnel carriers went into South 
Lebanon from the Zarif region to 
extricate the ambushed patrol and 
returned later, bringing with them 
the body of the dead Israeli sol- 
dier. 

In addition they brought out 
two of the injured Israelis while 
three others in more serious con- 
dition were airlifted from the area 
earlier. 

The troops also returned with 
the bodies of the two dead com- 
mandos. 

Israel has blamed the Shi’ite 


Hezbollah (Party of God) for cap- 
turing two Israeli soldiers in an 
ambush in South Lebanon last 
month. Responsibility for the att- 
ack was claimed by die Islamic 
Resistance Front, a coalition of 
resistance groups working against 
the Israeli occupation of the "sec- 
urity zone.” 

The group announced it killed 
one soldier and would execute the 
other unless Israel withdrew its 
troops from South Lebanon. 

Israel says it withdrew the bulk 
of its troops bom South Lebanon 
in June 1985, but foreign reports 
say at least 1 ,000 soldiers remain. 

An Israeli spokesman said on 
Satuniay, Israeli troops captured a 
Palestinian commando and shot 
dead two other armed men last 
week when they tried to infiltrate 
from Lebanon. 


4 killed in 
continuing 
S. African 
violence 

JOHANNESBURG (AP) — 
Four blacks died violently from 
police gunfire or vengeance att- 
acks by other blacks in a spate of 
rioting around the country, police 
said Sunday. 

A police summary of overnight 
incidents showed a jump in the 
level of violence after a relatively 
quiet Friday and Saturday fol- 
lowing the lifting of the seven- 
month state of emergency. 

A woman was dubbed to death 
by eight black men who then set 
her body on fire in Dennflton in 
the north of the country, the sta- 
tement said. 

In another apparent inter-blade 
vengeance attack, a man was sta- 
bbed to death and set ablaze, it 
said. 

Police said they fired shots to 
disperse blacks woo were stoning 
other blacks at a sports meeting at 
AlrwaT north in the southeast of 
tlte country. A gki died in hospital 
of wounds apparently sustained in 
this incident, die statement said, 
without specifying whether it was 
the stones or the gunfire that kil- 
led ker. It added mat police were 
investigating. 

fa Kwazakhete, a back tow- 
nship near the south coast city of 
Port Elizabeth, a man was fatally 
wounded when police opened fire 
on a crowd throwing firebombs at 
his home, the statement »Jd wit- 
hout elaborating. 


Aquino plans to proclaim 
revolutionary government 


MANILA ( AP) — President Cor- 
azon Aquino's administration 
plans to proclaim itself a rev- 
olutionary government “in a few 
days,” promulgate a new con- 
stitution and hold elections for 
local officials in November, tfae- 
Phfiippine News Agency (PNA) 
reported cm Sunday. 

PNA reported Political Affairs 
Minister Antonio Cuenco as mak-' 
ing the disclosure at a news con- 
ference in the central Philippine 
city of Gebu on Saturday. 

“In a few days. President Aqu- 
ino will declare that indeed there 
is a revolutionary government,” 
Mr. Cuenco was quoted as saying, 
adding the proclamation c£ such a 
government was necessary to fac- 


ilitate reform of an autocratic sys- 
tem left by deposed President 
Ferdinand E. Marcos. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Aquino add- 
ressed about 5,000 women who 
marched to the presidential palace 
Sunday to celebrate international 
women’s day and pay tribute to 
the role women played in the 
“people power” revolution that 
swept her to power last Feb. 25. 

The women, including dozens 
of Roman Catholic nuns, hou- 
sewives, students, teachers and 
other professionals, packed a pre- 
sidential palace lawn and cheered 
and applauded when Mrs. Aquino 
said she planned to announce 
price cuts on unspecified goods in 
the coming weeks. 


Pakistanis 1 protest police

ISLAMABAD (R) — More than 
20 members walked out of Pak- 
istan’s parliament on Sunday in 
protest at police action ip opening 
fire on opium poppy growers in 
North-West Frontier Province. 

• At least five people were killed 
in the battle in the Gadoon area on 
Saturday between police and poor 
hill tribesmen defending theironly 
cash crop. 

National Assembly (lower 
house) Speaker Fakhr Imam said 
the authorities had told him that 
the member from the area, Yaqub 
Khan Gadoon, had been arrested 
on charges including attempted 
murder, conspiracy and pos- 
session of illegal arms. 

Mr. Gadoon was one of two file-

skiing with thousands of tri- 
besmen blocking the roads to their 
terraced poppy fields. 

About two dozen assembly 
members followed independent 
parliamentary group leader Haji 
Saifullah when he walked out of 
the house to protest against the 
police action, 

Mr, SaifuUah said he would 
demand a special debate in par- 
liament over the dash. 

Opposition politicians outside 
parliament planned rallies in 
towns near Gadoon, about 80 IcS- 
o me ties northwest of Islamabad, 
to protest against the pofice raid 
and to demand compensation for 
any destroyed crops.

Seminar urges Arab states to 
boost facilities to use Arabsat

AMMAN — Participants from 
eight Arab countries and two int- 
ernational and pan-Arab org- 
anisations concluded a seminar on 
Sunday by calling on Arab states 
to increase their investments in 
the two Arab satellites now in 
orbit by completing compatible 
ground stations to receive the sat- 
ellites’ signals and adequate gro- 
und networks to transmit inf- 
ormation to and from ground sta- 
tions. 

Educationalists and scientists 
who_ participated in the two-day 
seminar on tile “role of the Arab 
Satellites Communications Org- 
anisation (Arabsat) in developing 
regional culture and education” 
recommended that the org- 
anisation should lay down defined 
policies and protocols for emp- 
loying the telecommunication and 
technological facilities offered by 
the satellites to realise the obj- 
ective of adding an impetus to the 
regions socio-economic, cultural 
and technological development. 

Arabsar’s two satellites — A- 1 
and A-2 — were launched into 
orbit in February and June last 
year. Although the event marked 
the first pan- Arab satellite com- 
munication venture, utilisation of 
the project has been "poor and 


be low -average.” according to the 
seminar's recommendations. 

Arabsat -1 is now operational 
after successfully overcoming its 
technical problems but repairs 
have affected its average life span 
fro ra between seven to 1 0 years by 
10 per cent. Arabsat- 2 has rep- 
laced the first satellite which now 
acts as a substitute. 

The Arabsat project, according 
to participants who attended the 
seminar, which was organised by 
the Arab Thought Forum ( ATF). 
is facing “a tough financial crisis” 
because some Arab countries 
have failed to pay their dues and 
its operational costs- have be en 
very high since its tel- 
ecommunication facilities are only 
used by 13 out of the 21 Arab 
countries who are members of 
Arabsat. 

Other factors which have agg- 
ravated the financial situation inc- 
lude poor investment in the sat- 
ellites’ facilities and the lapse of 
one year of the satellites’ life span 
during which only partial use of its 
facilities was made, the seminar 
heard. 

Less than the full capacity of 
one of the satellites' eight tel- 
ephone channels has been used — 
each channel has the capacity of 
1 .000 lines and at present only 
180 telephone lines are used. 

Also, ouz of nine Arabsat cha- 


nnels allocated for domestic tel- 
evision use, Saudi Arabia has been 
the only country to lease 1 -25 cha- 
nnels. 

Arabsat members, with the exc- 
eption of Saudi Arabia, are still 
using satellite facilities provided 
by the International Satellite Org- 
anisation (Intelsat) for their dom- 
estic use since Intelsat sub- 
scription rates are lower than 
Arabsat. 

Participants of the seminar cal- 
led on all Arab countries to use 
Arabsat facilities instead of Int- 
elsat. 

No investment has been made 
in Arabsat’s S-baad satel&te cha- 
nnel which has been designed for 
direct pan-Arab television exc- 
hanges. 

Participants also called on Arab 
television corporations to use the 
S-band for pan-Arab information 
links and suggested that Arab 
countries should agree on a rot- 
ating programme for television 
exchanges in the sense that each 
country agrees to transmit a pro- 
gramme until eventually more 
concrete and educational pro- 
grammes have been produced to 
help boost the Arab identity, cul- 
ture and education. 

The conference concluded that 
a special committee to market

Murphy 

arrives 
in Cairo 

CAIRO (.Agencies) — VS. Ass- 
istant Secretary of State Richard 
Murphy arrived in Cairo Sunday 
for talks on the stalled Middle 
East peace process with President 
Hosni Mubarak and Egyptian off- 
icials. 

The Egyptians are also exp- 
ected to brief Mr. Murphy on the 
Feb. 26 riots by police conscripts, 
in which 107 people were killed. 

Mr. Murphy is due to meet Mr. 
Mubarak Monday morning and to 
see Foreign Minister Esmat Abdul 
Meguid later in the day. 

Mr. Murphy arrived here from 
Tunis after meeting Tunisian For- 
eign Minister Beji Caid Essebsi. 

'Mr. Murphy arrived in Tunis on 
Saturday with Vice-President 
George Bush, who left the same 
afternoon for Lisbon. 

Tunisian sources quoted by 
Reuter said problems discussed 
during Mr. Murphy's visit to Tunis 
included North African issues, the 
Middle East, the Iran-Iraq war 
and Afghanistan. 

They said relations between 
Tunisia and Libya, severed since 
last year after Libya expelled Tun- 
isian migrant workers, were at the 
top of the agenda. 

Mr. Murphy is accompanied on 
his visit to Cairo ’by Robert Pel- 
letreau. deputy under-secretary 
for defence, who held talks with 
Tunisian Defence Minister Sla- 
tted dine Bali on ways to str- 
engthen U -Tunisian relations, 
the sources said. 

Mr. Bush said at the end of his 
visit on Saturday that the relations 
between the two countries were 
“extremely solid.” 

After his talks in Cairo, Mr. 
Murphy was to travel to several 
other capitals in the Middle East 
No details of his trip have been 
revealed, but UJS. officials said he 
would be concentrating on bil- 
ateral matters rather than the 
Middle East peace process. 

A source dose to Mr. Murphy 
refused to comment on a sta- 
tement on Saturday by the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
that the United States was res- 
ponsible for the end to political 
coordination between Jordan and 
the PLO (See page 4). 

”It is a Pales tmian-Jonianian 
affair,” the source, quoted by AP, 
said. 


Palestinian 
councilman 
attacked in 
West Bank 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
( AP) — A Palestinian town cou- 
ncilman in the occupied West 
Bank village of Dura was amb- 
ushed and shot in the hand. Israeli' 
military sources said Sunday. 

Police were investigating whe- 
ther the motive was criminal or 
whether the shooting was part of a 
campaign by Palestinian ext- 
remists against West Bank sup- 
porters of a peaceful solution to 
the Palestinian problem, said the 
sources. 


French envoy arrives in Beirut 
in bid to resolve hostage crisis 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — A caller 
claiming to speak for Islamic Jihad 
(holy war) said on Sunday the 
group was responsible for abd- 
ucting a four-man French tel- 
evision crew in Beirut, and a 
French envoy arrived for talks on 
the expanding hostage crisis. 

The caller warned France, faced 
by elections in six days, that it had 
one week in which to “recover” 
two dissident Iraqis expelled from 
France to Baghdad last month. 

The French government, which 
held crisis meetings in Paris late 
Saturday night, has said it might 
have erred in sending the two dis- 
sident Iraqis back to Baghdad. 


An embassy official said French 
envoy Serge Boidevaix, one of 
three being sent to Lebanon . Syria 
and Iran, had arrived in Beirut and 
was "contacting officials.” He 
gave no details. 

The seizure of the French TV 
crew, bringing to 17 the number of 
Foreign hostages held in Lebanon 
(See page 2), has deepened the 
French government’s pre- 
dicament over the tfate of four 
other French kidnap victims. 

The crew's driver, Ahmad Zei- 
neldine mid his yellow Mercedes 
was stopped by four or five men 
brandishing pistols at about 5 JO 
p.ra. (1530 GMT) on Sunday on 


the southern outskirts of west Bei- 
rut. 

The caller said the four bad 
been abducted because they beh- 
aved suspiciously in the mainly 
Shf ite southern suburbs. 

France's state-run television 
channel Ante one 2 identified the 
crew as reporter Philippe Rodbot, 
cameraman Georges Hansen and 
technicians Aurel Cornea and 
Jean-Louts Norraandin. 

Major-General Osman Osman, 
Lebanon’s police commander, 
told the Associated Press on Sun- 
day that authorities “have no clues

Waldheim emphatically denies Nazi allegations 


VIENNA (R) — Former U.N. 
Secretary-General Kurt Wal- 
dheim on Sunday energetically 
denied all allegations that he has a 
Nazi past ana accused the New 
York Times of spreading "the 
most grotesque" stories about 
him. 

"I was neither a member of the 
(Nazi) Brownshirts (SA) or of the 
student federation.'' he told jou- 
rnalists in a 80-minute live int- 
erview on Austrian Television. 

“This is a most deliberate smear 
campaign against me of a kind 
unprecedented iq Austria’s 
post-war history,” Dr. Waldheim 
said in a voice quivering wi til emo- 
tion. “All these allegations are 
untrue.” 

A front-page New York Tunes 
artidelast Itaesday indirectly quo- 
ted Dr. Waldheim — presidential* 
candidate for Austria’s con-- 
servative opposition People's 
Party (OEVP) — as admitting 
membership of toe two Nazi gro- 
ups. 

The newspaper also said he was 
attached to a German army com- 
mand that fought brutal cam- 
paigns against Yugoslav partisans 
and engaged a mass deportations 


of Greek Jews. 

He categorically denied ever 
being a member of a Nazi group or 
ever taking part in. or knowing 
about, atrocities committed by the 
"Units he served with in the Bal- 
kans. 

"I must say once and for all that 
I am sick of being told I am not 
telling the truth,” he said. “..J 
shall take every step against such' 
slanders if it carries on.” 
Overruling his three int- 
erviewers, he added: 

"T am gradually getting tired of 
constantly having things imputed 
to me that are not true, and of 
people apparently being more 
prepared to believe others — the 
New York Tunes for example 
which has spread toe most gro- 
tesque things about me — than the 
man who has served his oountry 
faithfully for 40 years.” 

He had been checked by toe 
secret services of all major powers 
before Ite became United Nations 
secretary general in 1972, he said, 
asking whether they would have 
passed him for the post if be had 
been found to have *‘a single 
brown spot.” 

He said the campaign on his all- 


eged past had been prepared for 
months in advance in Austria and 
been publicised abroad in order to 
undermine his international cre- 
dibility and damage his chances 
for election on May 4. 

Directly facing the camera he 
produced a document written by a 
Nazi official in 1940 which stated 
that he and his family were hostile 
to the Nazis, who annexed Austria 
in 1938. 

The New York Times and the 
independent Austrian magazine 
Proni have produced documents 
suggesting he joined the Nazi stu- 
dent federation on April 1 , 1938, 
and the Brownshirts on Nov. 1 1 of 
that year. 

Dr. Waldheim said toe first 
entry could well be an April fool's 
joke, as it would have been imp- 
ossible for a known anti-Nazi to be 
admitted to the Nazi student 
group only two weeks after Aus- 
tria’s annexation. 

The second entry could have 
been caused by bureaucratic slo- 
pp incss after he had gone riding 
with a club later absorbed into toe 
SA. 

He asked why toe Nazi official 
in 1940 did not refer to his mem- 


bership erf the two Nazi groups, if 
it had been true, as this ’would 
have spoken in his favour in Nazi 
eyes. 

A document which Profii all- 
eges is the logbook of a den- 
azification procedure on Dr. WaT 
dheim was no such thing, he said, 
but a routme screening of ail app- 
licants for Austria’s post-war civil 
service. . 

Dr. Waldheim said he had rec- 
eived many messages of support 
and he trusted Austrians to "draw 
the right conclusion” when they 
vote on May 4. 

A poll published on Saturday fay 
toe OEVP showed the former

Sudan’s economic ills could Papal 
‘undermine independence 9 S 


KHARTOUM (R) — Sudanese leader General 
Abdul Rahma n Swareddahab has warned that 
Sudan’s political independence could be und- 
er mined by its ailing economy. 


Addressing the inaugural ses- 
sion of a one-week conference 
discussing an economic rescue 
plan. Gen. Swareddahab said Sat- 
urday night that the country's for- 
eign debt was threatening its pol- 
itical achievements. 

“Our foreign debt has climbed 
to unimaginable levels and we are 
already a burden on others. This 
unsatisfactory, state of affairs 
could negatively affect our ability 
to make our own political dec- 
isions," be said. 

Sudan is crippled by foreign 
debts of about $9 billion, on which 
interest charges amount to SSOO 
million annually. 

It has also been hit by famine, 
an influx of thousands of refugees 
from neighbouring Ethiopia and 
Chad, and a rebellion in the south. 

Finance and Planning Minister 


Sid ah mad Tayfour said the eco- 
nomic crisis was one of the main 
hazards inherited from the def- 
unct regime of ousted President 
J a afar Numeiri. 

“Poor planning and the absence 
of clear economic strategies dur- 
ing the past seven years were the 
main causes of famines which led 
to the death of millions, in a cou- 
ntry with a substantial human and 
natural potential.” Mr. Tayfour 
said. 

Conference chairman Professor 
Oiner Mo hamma d Os man said 
the Numeiri government, ousted 
in last April's revolution, lost cre- 
dibility after falling victim to the 
“octopus of the international len- 
ding institutions." 

The conference is reviewing 
studies on the dimensions of the 


economic crisis, agricultural and 
industrial production, inf- 
rastructure problems, social. ser- 
vices and manpower resources. 

Meanwhile the head of Sudan's 
army was quoted as saying Sat- 
urday Sudanese troops have wit- 
hdrawn from the town of Rumbek 
in southern Sudan’s Blue Nile reg- 
ion.

M^fStiNA);<^tedlanity chief of 
staff Gen. Mohammad Tawfik 
Khalil as saying government tro- 
ops palled out of the strategic 
town “to protect residents and 
state property." 

The rebel So danse People’s 
Liberation Army (SPLA)said in a 
radio broadcast Saturday that the 
town was captured on Wednesday 
after a five-hour battle in which 87 
government soldiers were killed/ 

The radio said the whole of the 
province was “a liberated area." 

Gen. Khalil said bis forces were 
redeployed "somewhere outside 
Rumbek." 


Israel reportedly concerned over 
possible Syrian attack on Golan 


LONDON ( Agencies) — The 
danger of a Syrian attack on Israel 
to snatch back the Golan Heights 
is “very realistic.” the Sunday 
Telegraph reported, quoting an 
unidentified “highly placed pol- 
itical source" in Israel. 

The weekly said there is gro- 
wing concern’ in Israel that Syria 
might be planning a limited strike 
to secure the Heghts between the 
two countries, which Israel occ- 
upied in the sis -day war of 1967 
“and effectively annexed in 
1981." 

The report said: “Israeli ana- 
lysts agree that Syrian President 
Hafez Ai Assad may now have 
realised his goal of achieving mil- 
itary parity’ with Israel and is anx- 
ious to seize on tile Jordanian 
peace efforts to propel Syria into a 
position of leadership in the Arab 
World. 

"They also point to the grave 
economic crisis facing Damascus 
largely as a result of the rea- 
rmament programme, which dev- 
ours 50 per cent of the country’s 
gross national product and they 
believe that Mr. Assad may ini- 


tiate hostilities to deflect attention 
from Damascus's problems.” 

The weekly said that the ana-, 
lysts believe, however, that Mr. 
Assad is unlikely to launch all-out 
war as Israel “still possesses a sub- 
stantial qualitative military and 
technological edge." 

The Sunday Telegraph said that 
the analysts think Mr. Assad 
might launch a limited, lightning 
land grab to establish a “stephold” 
on the Golan, “and attempt to 
hold his ground until the int- 
ernational community imposes a 
cease-fire. 

“From this position, they say. 
pressure could be brought to bear 
on Israel to enterinto negotiations 
which might ultimately result in 
the entire territory being returned 
to Syrian control... some analysts 
believe that even such moderate 
states as Egypt and Jordan might 
be drawn into a pan-Arab whr coa- 
lition .capable of fielding a total of 
3.5 million men." 

President Assad said Saturday 
Syria was determined to achieve 
military parity with Israel and lib- 
erate occupied Arab land even at 


the cost of economic austerity. 

“We are aware of Israel's exp- 
ansionist plans... and are ready to 
live under maximum austerity to 
achieve our goal of strategic bal- 
ance, towards which we have gone 
a reasonable way,'’ he said in a 
speech marking the 23rd ann- 
iversary of tihe revolution which 
brought his Baath Party to power. 

Mr. Assad said US. aid to Israel 
last year was about S5 billion. “In 
spite of the fact that Syria does not 
receive such aid, it will press ahead 
with the goal of liberating occ- 
upied Arab territories,” he added. 

“Israel, with its three million 
population, has the highest per- 
centage of military recruitment in 
the world," he said, adding that its 
defence budget was higher than 
that of Syria with a population of 
12 million. 

Calling for faster political, mil- 
itary, economic and social dev- 
elopment, he added : ” Despite our 
past victories against imperialism 
and Zionism, we are still facing big 
challenges which require such a 
buildup to achieve a strong; cap- 
able homeland." 


Israel delates entry to Black Hebrews 


^TEL AVIV (Agencies ) — Israel 
denied entry to 26 members of a 
secretive cultfrom the United Sta- 
tes which claims direct lineage to 
the Biblical tribes of Israel, an Int- 
erior Ministry spokesman has 
said. 

Members of the cult known as 
the Black Hebrews, which fcac a 
community of some 2£00 is Isr- 
ael, arrived at Lodi aa p ur t sear 
Tel Avivan Friday aad spent a day 
there before flying back to the 
United States Sabuday night. 

Witnesses said the group, which 
included several children, held 
prayers at the airport terminal 
before boarding a flight to return 
to its borne in Ml Vernon, New 
York. 

Spokesman Yitzhak Agasi said 


the travellers were turned- back 
“because they are members of the 
Black Hebrews sect." 

“We are very careful about 
black visitors, especially Black 
Hebrews," whose sect is not con- 
sidered Jewish by Israel, Agasi 
told the Associated Press by tel- 
ephone. 

Israel has denied residence visas 
to some 2,000 Black Hebrews, 
most of them Americans who arr- 
ived in the 1970's as tourists and 
waived US. citizenship. Most live 
in the southern desert cities of 
Dimona and Arad. 

Tie Black Hebrews are cri- 
ticised as a closed community that 
shuns Israeli authorities. Some 
reject modem medicine for rel- 
igious reasons and send their chi- 


ldren -to separate schools. 

The sect claims descendance 
from Biblical Israelite tribes. 
Their rituals combine Christian 
and Jewish practices and are not 
recognised by rabbinical aut- 
horities. 

Some Blade Hebrews are sou- 
ght by the FBI for alleged fraud 
and other crimes. 

Agasi said there were no p lans 
to deport any Black Hebrews but 
to bar entry to others. 

Israel has allowed the Black 
Hebrews already in Dimona to 
remain on expired tourist visas, 
apparently fearing expulsion 
would anger the black community 
in the United States.

BEIRUT (AP) — The Vatican’s 
Foreign Minister Monsi^nor Ach- 
ille Sflvestrini arrived In Beirut 
Sunday seeking to help revive pol- 
itical efforts to end Lebanon's 
11-year-old civil war. 

Sflvestrini flew from Cyprus in a 
Lebanese array helicopter amid 
artillery clashes between Falangist 


rut’s dividing Green Line and in 
the hills overlooking the capital. 

Police said two people were kil- 
led and 12 others wounded during' 
night-long exchanges on the two 
fronts. 

Sflvestrini, whose diploma tic 
mission marks a new Vatican 
move to help settle Lebanon’s 
conflict, is scheduled to meet with 
Lebanese President Amin Gem- 
ayel, a Maronite Catholic, and 
Syrian President Hafez Assad in 
Damascus, church officials said. 

SflvestriA? s helicopter landed at 
amffiterybasemJounieh, north of 
Beirut in the Falangist heartland. 

He was greeted by leaders of 
Lebanon’s Maronite Catholic 
-community and government off- 
icials. 

Roman Catholic officials have 
voiced hopes that Sflvestrinf s mis- 
sion wfll make a breakthrough in 
helping Lebanon's Falangis ts and 
the opposition to end the blo- 
odshed. 

“There is a will for peace, a 
strong desire to safeguard coe- 
xistence between Muslims and 
Christians and religious and cul- 
tural plurality," Papal Nuncio 
Luciano Angeloni told reporters 
Saturday in Beirut after a meeting 
with Mr. Gemayel. 

“What is even more," he said, 
“there is a strong desire for solid 
relations between Lebanon and 
other countries, mainly Syria, 
based on cooperation and fri- 
endship." 

The Vatican effort followed the 
collapse of a Syrian-sponsored 
peace (flan signed on Dec. 28 by 
Lebanon's three main Falangist, 
Shf iie Muslim and Druze militia 
leaders. 

Sflvestrini also hopes to patch 
up the strained relations between 
Mr. Gemayel and Mr. Assad, the 
jnain power broker in Lebanon.. 

Relations between the two sou- 
red when Mr. Gemayel rejected 
the Syrian-sponsored pad on gro- 
unds it made too many con- 
cessions to Lebanon’s opposition; 
majority. 

Sflvestrini told reporters in 
Rome he was offering the Holy 
See’s contribution “to die forces 
of good will on all sides to avoid 
the rekindling of antagonistic str- 
uggle and armed encounters." 

Sflverstrinf s arrival marked the 
culmination of a series of efforts 
by a special papal envoy, Mon- 
signor Luigi Giatti, who opened 
talks with religious and political 
leaders last week.

Lebanon’s war handicapped learn new skills

BEIRUT — “I was on my way to 
buy potatoes at a shop just down 
the road when it happened. There 
was a terrible flash and then not- 
hing.

AMMAN — Minister of Health 
Zaid Hamzeh said Sunday that his 
mmisny has drafted a plan for the 
coming five years to increase the 
number of government-staffed 
dentistry dinks throughout the 
Kingdom. 

Patronising events to mark nat- 
ional dental day. which has been 
jointly organised by the Jordan 
Dentists Association (JDA), the 
Ministries of Health and Edu- 
cation and the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency 
(UNRWA). Dr. Hamzeh said that 
foe plan will provide a dentist's 
clink at each medical centre in foe 
rural areas. The minister praised 
die efforts of the JDA and the 
concerned ministries in spo- 
nsoring foe national day and he 
noted that more than 250,000 pat- 
ients are visiting the government 
dentistry dinics each year due to 
increasing public awareness about 
foe importance of dental care and 
oral hygiene. 

In hiis speech. Higher Education 


Director at foe Ministry of Edu- 
cation Izzat Jaradat stressed fiiat 
promoting health care amongst 
children is an importantpan of the 
educational process. The health 
education policy of the Ministry of 
Education docs not only include 
bask medical care and vaccination 
campaigns but also wUe-spread 
programmes to promote public 
awareness and medical guidance 
services. Dr. Jaradat sakl. 

JDA President Waiid Maraqa. 
in his address said that the idea of 
the national dentil day was bom 
force years ago when dentists 
noted a rising incidence erf dental 
caries and peridental diseases due 
to lack of public awareness.

The caller declared: “We give 
the French government one week

Islamic Jihad, believed made up 
of Shi’ite fundamentalists loyal to 
Iran, claimed last week it killed 
Michel Seurat, one of four French 
hostages it holds, in retaliation for 
the deportations. 

An anonymous caller Saturday 
warned that the extremists will kill 
another hostage, possibly one of 
two French diplomats it holds, if 
the two Iraqis are not returned to 
France. 

There was no way to aut- 
henticate Sunday's call. 

Saturday's caller stressed the 
kidnappers are prepared to meet 
with Razah Rand, a Lebanese- 
born French heart specialist who 


has sought to secure foe release of 
Mr. Seurat and the other three 
hostages. 

In Paris, airport sources said. 
Dr. Raad had left aboard a Syrian- 
airlines flight for Damascus. 
French embassy officials in Dam- 
ascus said Mr. Servant arrived in 
Syria Saturday night to investigate 
the hostages’ plight. . 

“After the French gov- 
ernment’s rejection of foe two 
new demands which we released 
yesterday and its insistence on 
sending eawys to foe area... we (to 
not demand to negotiate with 
anyone , but we do not reject a visit 
by Dr. Raad,” the latest Islamic 
Jihad statement said.

' On education and culture, the 
seminar said Arab countries sho- 
uld produce documentaries and 
television series which outline and 
deepen concepts of the Arab- 
T-damk culture and the cultural 


dimensions of the Arab World. 

These programmes, they said, 
form a strong base to combat the 
increasing dangers of foreign and 
imported cultural films. Par- 
ticipants also urged Arabsat to 
reconsider Egypt’s membership in 
the organisation which was sus- 
pended in 1979 after Egypt signed 
aseparate peace treaty with Israel. 

They also requested a review of 
a 1976 Arabsat agreement reg- 
arding members’ right to vote. 
Under the agreement, each cou- 
ntry has one vote. The new req- 
uest is that each share in the org- 
anisation may be allowed one 
vote. 

Arabsat can also relay inf- 
ormation and data on space tec- 
hnology foat will enable the Arab' 
World to develop its own space 
communication industry and the 
seminar called for the est- 
ablish meat of a space com- 
munication research centre to 
cany out research connected with 


develop rig space technology. 

The par tic ipa n ts preferred that 
such a centre should work in coo- 
peration with an Arab university 
and be supported by the Arabsat 
organisation. 

The conference, which was att- 
ended by scientists and edu- 
cationalists from Tunisia, Kuwait, 
Saudi Arabia, Egypt, Lebanon, 
Morocco, Iraq and Jordan, also 
urged the formation of an Arab 
mace committee to form an uni- 
fed Arab space strategy and to lay 
the foundations for die launch of 
the second generation of Arabsat 
satellites. 

The Arab 1 .eagpe F-diirati ^ 
Scientific and Cultural Org- 
anisation (ALESCO) and foe 
United Nations Educational, Sci- 
entific and Cultural Organisation 
(UNESCO) also attended the 
meetings.

Preparations were completed 
Sunday evening for the opening of 
the APU sessions at the par- 
liament building and slogans such 
as ‘Palestine’s salvation wtli be 
achieved through unity.’ 1 and “We 
wish the Arab 'delegates success” 
were posted in foe premises. 

According to Mr. Hani Kheir. 
secretary genera) of file Lower 
House of Pa rlia mem, foe APU s 
official sessions will end on Wed- 
nesday with the announce meat of 
reco ramenda trios . The A P U . 
which was established in 1974. 
groups ail Arab countries which 
have parliaments; Palestine, the 
United Arab Emirates, Tunisia. 
Algeria. Kuwait. Iraq, Somalia. 
Djibouti. North Yemen, South 
Yemen. Morocco. Lebanon, Syria. 
Jordan. Egypt and Sudan. AH 
members, except Sudan and 
Egypt. wDI attend the meeting, 
according to Mr. Kheir. 

Egypt's membership of the 
APU was suspended in 1979 after 
it signed the Camp David accord 
while Sudan, at the moment, has 


no parliament due to last year's 
coup which toppled president 
Numeiri. 

According to Mr. Kheir. Mon- 
day's council meeting wQI open at 
foe Holiday Inn Hotel and will be 
chaired by the current .APU Pre- 
sident AH Al Salami of North 
Yemen who will hand over the 
chair to Mr. Akef Al Fayez. spe- 
aker of the Lower House of Par- 
liament. 

In Monday's session, delegates 
will discuss APLTs achievements 
in J985 and an application from 
Libya to join foe APU as well as 
the agenda for the following day’s 
general conference. 

Mr. Mahmoud Al Zo’bi. spe- 
aker of foe People’s Council in 
Syria who arrived here by land via 
foe border post of Ramiha. made 
a statement upon arrival und- 
erlining foe importance of the par- 
liamentary sessions. He said that 
foe meetings come at a time when 
foe Arab World is passing through 
a critical stage.

Dakhqan meets farmers in Mafraq area 


MAFRAQ (Petra) — The Min- 
istry of Agriculture hopes to apply 
foe agricultural cropping pattern 
system in Jordan with the purpose 
of achieving a balance in foe dif- 
ferent types of crops being grown 
in Jordan and foe needs for the 
local market and for export. Min- 
ister of Agriculture Ahmad Dak- 
hqan sakfhere Sunday. 

The minister was speaking at a 
meeting with tenners in foe Maf- 
raq district with whom he dis- 
cussed terming problems in foe 
area. The new system requires 
farmers to grow certain types of 
crops for which they can receive a 
government subsidy, the minister 
said. 

This system, he added, aims to 
safeguard foe fanners’ interests 
and also to boost the national eco- 


nomy by providing surplus pro- 
duce' for export. Mr. Dakhqan 
said. The government has made 
contacts with importers in Saudi 
Arabia and Lebanon for pur- 
chasing this surplus and Jordanian 
trucks have been exempted from ’ 
paying JD 70 transit fees to fac- 
ilitate the exports, the minister 
added. 

He went on to say that the gov- 
ernment is going ahead with plans 
to open other foreign markets for 
Joidanian crops and has for this 
reason started talks with the Eur- 
opean Community to sound out 
their views about importing Jor- 
danian agricultural products. For- 
eign markets, he said, require that 
Jordanian termers grow foe types 
of crops which are in demand in 
other countries and it also means 


that there must be a good system 
for grading and packing the crops 
so that they can compete with 
products from other countries. 

Referring to foe production of 
tomatoes in Jordan, Mr. Dakhqan 
pointed out foat Mafraq Gov- 
e morale has been assigned 1 1.000 
dunums in which to grow this 
commodity for consumption, pro- 
cessing and export. The Ministry 
of Agriculture has been coo- 
rdinating its plans with foe Agr- 
icultural Marketing and Pro- 0 
cessing Company of Jordan 
( AMPCO) to organise foe process 
of absorbing local tomatoes and it 
has set up cold stores to keep tom- 
atoes for up to a fortnight, the min- 
ister pointed out.

IT IS strange and surprising how seasoned European dip- 
lomats tend to underestimate the aggressive, calculative, dec- 
eitful and revengeful nature of Zionism and its powerful pro- 
paganda machine which has come to overshadow Western and 
American information media.

But for foe Eur- 
opeans to succeed, they should take a firm decision ang call for a 
convening of a United Nations sponsored international conference 
so that the Europeans themselves together with the concerned par- 
ties can have a real chance to solve the issue. Further tolerance with 
the Israeli mal-practices is harmful to the European efforts which 
must be concentrated now before it is too late and before foe Israeli 
evil actions should lead foe region to an outbreak of another conflict.

Full text of PLO’s statement on Middle East peace 


Following is the full text of a Palestine Liberation Organisation t PLU) 
statement issued on Saturday in Tunis following a top-level PLO 
meeting to discuss Jordan’s termination of political coordination with 
the organisation's leadership: 


The Executive Committee of foe 
Palestine Liberation Organisation- 
(PLO) and foe Central Com-! 
mitfiee of Fateh have studied foe 
current political situation and its 
dimensions with special attention 
to foe successive developments in 
the Arab and Palestinian arena. 
They studied foe U^. -Israeli ons- 
laught on foe Palestinian people 
and their national rights and on 
the PLO and the achievements of 
the Palestinian people realised 
through its struggle and sacrifice. 

The committee also reviewed in 
particular the developments in foe 
occupied Arab territories and 
noted with deep pride the united 
attitudes of the Palestinian peo- 
ple, who continue to defy and res- 
ist Zionist occupation and Israel's 
conspiracies and plans, and take 
pride over the solid resistance of 
the Palestinian people in defence 
of their existence, destiny and fre- 
edom. 

This Pales tinian people has rea- 
ffirmed total support for the PLO, 
foe sole and legitimate rep- 
rese native of foe Palestinian peo- 
ple, in firm commitment to the 
basic national principles endorsed 
by foe Palestinian councils and to 
which the PLO is firmly com- 
mitted. 

The. committee also reviewed 
the course of efforts which thfe 
PLO has been following in coo- 
peration with all Palestinian fac- 
tions and studied foe situation in 
foe refugee camps in Lebanon and 
steadfast resistance which the 
people there have put up in foe 
face of conspiracies designed to 
evict them from that country. The 
committee also looked into the 
strong relationship between the 
Palestinians and Lebanese peo- 
ples and their joint heroic struggle 
against Zionist occupation in sou- 
thern Lebanon. 

The committee also reviewed 
reports submitted to it about the 
political activities which foe PLO 
leadership had been undertaking 
in Palestinian, Arab and int- 
ernational affairs. 

On the Arab front, file com- 
mittee followed up reports about 
foe Iran-Iraq war in foe light of the 
latest Iranian invasion and foe ste- 
adfastness of the Iraqi Armed 
Forces and their daring con- 
frontation of the aggression in 
defence of 'Arab soil. The com- 
mittee viewed with great sat- 
isfaction the great achievements 
of the Iraqi Armed Forces in their 
defence of Arab land bearing in 
mind that Iraqi successes angur 
well for foe whole region and pave 
foe way for a peaceful settlement 
to the conflict in a manner that 
would protect foe interests of foe 
Iraqi and Iranian peoples as well 
as foe Palestinian cause. 

After reviewing foe outcome of 
the Jordanian-Palestinian dia- 
logue and new developments in 
the region, the committee focused 
attention on His Majesty King 
Hussein ' 5 nationwide address on 
Feb. 19, 1986, and the PLO lea- 
dership finds it necessary to clarify 
facts for foe Palestinian people 
and foe Arab Nation in a bid to 
remove all ambiguity in foe PLO's 
stand and foe subjects that were 
discussed. 

The PLO emphasises the fol- 
lowing: 


people inside and outside the occ- 
upied Palestinian land. It should 
be noted that foe Zionist enemy 
would not have sent its. armies to 
Lebanon to hit PLO bases nor 
would it have send its planes to 
strike at foe PLO in Tunis had it 
not known that these bases con- 
stituted the main source of danger 
for Israel. The struggle and ach- 
ievements of foe Palestinian peo- 
ple should not be separated from 
one another and could not be tur- 
ned bver to other parties; how- 
ever, foe Palestinian people dee- 
ply appreciate Arab and friendly 
countries’ contributions to foe. 
Palestinian struggle. 


Third: Any attempt to separate 
foe PLO and the people or the 
PLO and its leadership or its var- 
ious institutions should be con- 
sidered as a vain attempt directed 
against the great Palestinian peo- 
ple who have gained a great deal 
of experience in the course of con- 
fronting all challenges and con- 
spiracies and who have voiced 
deep allegiance and commitment 
to foe PLOand its leadership . This 
people can abort any attempt to 
create an alternative leadership 
for them. Our people remind us of 
foe Algerian experiment in which 
foe Algerian people were able to 
fofl all conspiracies to isolate the 
leadership from foe people in foe 
long struggle against French col- 
onialism. The Algerian people, 
upheld the slogan of “the rea- 
dership is foe people and foe peo- 
ple is the leadership" — som- 
ething which is being exactly app- 
lied by foe Palestinians. 

This is foe maximum emb- 
odiment of foe deep relationship 
between the people and its lea- 
dership. This relationship has 
been confirmed by commitments 
and by foe organic link between 
the idea of liberating the land and 
foe people and foe great sacrifice 
offered by many of our martyrs for 
this cause in the great march under 
PLO leadership towards victory 
and liberation. 


First: The PLO does not see it 
necessary here to return to all the 
difficulties that obstructed foe 
representetion of foe Palestinian 
people in foe period that preceded 
the esablishment of the PLO. But 
it likes to stress foe basic right of 
the Palestinian people to choose 
their representatives and that 
no-one has the right to subject this 
question to any argument.

The- 
refore, no-one has the right to 
separate the Palestinian people 
living inside the occupied ter- 
. ritories from. those outside or sep- 
arate foe land from the people or 
foe people horn the PLO or foe 
FLO from its leadership or any 
other classification. The Palestine 
question is of the Palestinian peo- 
ple as a whole and this is a national 
issue and involves political rights. 
It is also an issue of the rel- 
ationship between the citizen and 
foe homeland and the land reg- 
ardless whether foe Palestinian 
citizen is living on foe land or dep- 
orted from it Any separation of 
any kind means introducing the

First: The PLO bases its con- 
victions on sound faith in foe uni- 


que relationship between the Pal- 
estinian and Jordanian peoples in 
foe true meaning of foe word. The 
PLO is careful to forego all neg- 
ative elements in its relationship 
with Jordan — the relationship 
which was renewed with a visit by 
Abu Ammar (FLO chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat) to Jordan in the 1 970s 
and followed by Libyan leader 
Colonel Muammar Qadhaffi to 
Jordan and through foe joint Arab 
committee formed by the Bag- 
hdad Arab summit and the con- 
tinued meetings between foe two 
sides. 

The PLO had aken the ini- 
tiative towards building this rel- 
ationship stemming from foe con- 
viction .that Jordan and Palestine 
are finked by a unique relation. 
Hie PLO wanted to enhance this 
conviction through practice and 
through a joint attainment of a 
joint formula that would give this 
relationship positive reality, which 
is required in the confrontation 
with foe enemy. The PLO wanted 
to draw up a joint action with Jor- 
dan in the face of a new Zionist 
tune advocating the idea of est- 
ablishing a homeland for the Pal- 
estinians on the East Bank of the 
Jordan River. 

There was another tune — res- 
olving foe Palestine issue on the 
West Bank through an Israeli 
formula which would of course be 
implemented at foe expense of the 
Palestinian people and with the 
help of imposing foe so-railed 
autonomous rule. The PLO saw 
clearly foe danger inherent in foe 
two conspiracies and found that 
the correct solution conies thr- 
ough joint Jordanian-Palestinian 
efforts to be based on a balanced

The PLO was then focusing att- 
ention on reaching some form of 
relationship with Jordan based on 
common destiny, one that would 
be enhanced by initial agreement 
on a joint action based on foe 
Arab peace proposal of Fez. 

This view was considered fol- 
lowing the failure of the seven 
member Arab committee in its

This idea which was the bra- 
inchild of the PLO and which was 
followed by conacts, dialogues 
and agreements, constituted the 
background for foe later dev- 
elopments in foe relationship bet- 
ween the PLO and Jordan. 

The Palestine National Council 
(PNC) 16th meeting held in 
Amman in 1983 and the 17th 
meeting later both emphasised the 
unique relationship and foe future 
confederation framework based 
on the Palestinian initiative. The 
PLO's political decision was based 
on previous Arab summit res- 
olutions starting from foe Rabat 
summit of 1974.

Third: Towards foe end of iyS4 
and the beginning of 1985 a new 
sage began with King Hussein’s 
initiative by endorsing the idea of 
holding the PNC -meeting in 
Amman. The discussions and the 
meetings that followed ended with 
foe Feb. 11, 1985 accord and 
which was called the common 
Jordanian-Palestinian action acc- 
ord. 

Acting on this accord the two 
sides later laid down a plan for a 
joint political action on the int- 
ernational level for the sake of 
creating suiable conditions for 
holding an international con- 
ference in accordance with Pal- 
estinian and Arab vision. 

As to .foe projected conference, 
Jordan promised to exert all pos- 
sible efforts with Arab countries 
and with the United Sates to 
make it accept the idea of an int- 
erna tkmaJ conference. Despite 
the fact that foe PLO had realised 
foe American sand and its total 
disregard to the Palestinian nat- 
ional rights PLO found that such 
endeavour does not contradict the 
joint march and that Jordan could 
affect the American sand. 

Jordan indeed made several 
attempts in this direction spread 


over several months resulting, as 
Jordan told foe PLO, in an unc- 
hanged American stand, namely 
foe rejection of foe national rights 
of foe Palestinian people including 
foe right to self determination. 
Hie United Sates has insisted fiat 
foe PLO accept resolutions 242 
and 338 in advance and recognise 
Israels right to exist within secure 
and recognised boundaries and a 
PLO declaration renouncing 
armed struggle in exchange for foe 
U.S. acceptance of foe PLO to 
take pan in foe international con- 
ference within a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation. . 

In addition, foe US. has left 
open for Israel the right to reject 
what it sees unfit and unf- 
avourable to its own interests. 
Fourth: The PLO has repeated its 
declared position since the beg- 
inning towards the 242 resolution 
because it has ignored the core of 
Palestine question in terms of land 
and people or their rights or rep- 
resenatives. 

The PLO made it clear that if it 
accepted the resolution without 
coupling it with foe right to self- 
determina.tion, to serve as a basis 
for an international conference, it 
would have accepted scrapping 
foe Palestine question from that 
conference’s agenda and the con- 
ference would then direct att- 
ention to the question of borders 
only. 

The 242 resolution considers 
the Palestinian issue as a refugee 
problem, a point well explained in 
the Vance- Dayan declaration in 
1977, and that foe refugees in 
question are those of Arabs and 
Jews . As the PLO pointed out, the 
Jordan-PLO accord is a solution 
of the Palestine issue in all its asp- 
ects. a solution that cannot come 
about except through dearly gua- 
ranteeing the rights of the Pal- 
estinians as any other people on 
earth. 

The right to sejf-deter ruination 
is a sacred one guaranteed by all 
international charters and agr- 
eements of the United Nations 
and supported by all resolutions 
and declarations issued by foe 
UJM. and by all summit meetings 
of Arab, Islamic and non-aligned 
countries. 

The right to self-determination 
was supported by foe European 
Community nations in their Ven- 
ice declaration of 1980 and was 
backed by all higher Christian 
authorities, foe European Par- 
liament and the Warsaw Pact. 


Therefore, foe Pal estiniau right 
to self-determination is not a mere 
internal problem or a bilateral 
issue for Jordan and foe PLO, it is 
rather a natural, firm and sacred 
right which has been enhanced 
and bolstered by foe sacrifices 
which foe Palestinian people have 
offered and by foe total Arab sup- 
port. 

The Palestinian people's adh- 
erence to their, right, of self- 
determination does not stop at the- 
granting of this right but rather 
extends into practice over their 
liberated Arab land of Palestine. 
It is Zionist enemy, supported by 
foe United Sates, not Jordan, that 
continues, to deny the Palestinian 
people foe means to exercise their 
right. 

Any Palestinian decision on the 
form of a relationship between the 
Palestinian sate and Jordan, or 
any other Arab country, becomes 
a reality only when it is put into 
practice on the land after the end 
of the Israeli occupation. 

Therefore foe PLO insists that 
the self-determination right be 
one of the main principles' on 
which foe projected international 
conference could be held. This 
right should not be exposed to 
compromise, cancellation or neg- 
lect, and that is why the PLO ins- 
ists on this right, because it can 
guarantee a just and com- 
prehensive solution, free from 
injustice of any kind to the Pal- 
estinian people. 


Fifth: The PLO rejects foe US. 
concept of foe international con- 
ference. which contradicts with 
foe Palestinian and Arab concept 
with regard to foe conference's 
authorities and objectives. The 
U.S. has been viewing the idea of 
an international conference as 
being only an international umb- 
rella for initiating direct talks bet- 
ween foe concerned parties, som- 
ething which the PLO continues to 
reject. The PLO supports the for- 
mula suggested by the Casablanca 
Arab summit with re agar d to an 
international conference. 


Sixth: The PLO views the Ame- 
rican stead as one aiming at ove- 
rlooking foe basic points which foe 
PLO. and which Jordan says it is 
keen on, to achieve just and dur- 
able solution. Washington has 
been working' towards ove- 
rlooking the PLO as being the rep-

resentative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple and continues fio reject the 
recognition of the Palestinians'

•-‘■Seventh: All that has been said 
about the PLO credibility and the 
claim thatit had approved the 242 
and 338 resolutions in August 
1985, calls for clarification. The 
PLO had in that period emp- 
hasised the need for a total com- 
mitment to the Fez Arab res- 
olutions as the basis for any joint 
Arab. Palestinian and Jordanian 
moves. The PLO also underlined 
the inalienable and firm rights of 
the Palestinian people. 

This contradicts with the all- 
egation. that in itself conflicts, 
with the resolutions of the Cas- 
ablanca summit which had str- 
essed the fact that the Jordanian- 
Palestinian efforts based on the 
Feb. 11, 1985 accord should be 
based on the Fez resolutions 
which called for an international 
conference that would be att- 
ended by the two superpowers and 
the Security Council's permanent 
members as well as the concerned 
parties including.the PLO for the. 
sake of arriving at a just and dur- 
able solution for the Middle East 
conflict and the Palestine pro- 
blem. 

According to the Casablanca 
resolutions, the Jordanian-

the rights of the Palestinian people 
including the right to self- 
, determination and also political 
guarantees for the PLO and for 
holding an international con- 
ference in exchange for the PLO's 
acceptance of 242 and 338 res- 
olutions. 

But as is known to alL the 
meeting with Murphy did not 
materialise because the United 
States had backed on its promises 
to Jordan. How then could the 
PLO be asked to accept the two 
resolutions while foe U.S. con- 
tinued to refuse the recognition of 
the right of the Palestinian people 
to self-determination or even the 
provision of political guarantees 
for the PLO? 

This issue has been at the heart 
Of the dialogue with Jordan, with 
which the PLO also discussed the 
proposed meeting with the Arae- 
• , rican envoy. How then could the 
PLO be blamed for "retreating 
from its stand" though the PLO 
had never accepted 242 resolution 
without being associated with all 
U.N. resolutions and the right to 
self-determination as is clear in 
the Jordan-PLO accord of Feb. 1 1 
and all PLO declared positions? 

The cause of the failure in the 
talks with Jordan no doubt rests

Ninth; When the suffering of our 
people under occupation, and 
when the principle of elevating 
that suffering are discused within 
the context of accepting the fait 
acompli situation, the pressure 
of the time element and what is 
being described as exploiting the 
available opportunities, the PLO 
finds itself responsible to clarify 
some realities which were sup- 
posed to be very dear. 

The suffering of the Palestinian 
people should he viewed within 
comprehensive, objective and 
deep perspective. This suffering 
applies to our people inside the 
occupied territories and to Pal- 
estinians outside the occupied ter- 
ritories. 

Those who are under occ- 
upation suffer under the yoke of 
oppression, suppression, the col- 
onisation and confiscation (of the 
land) and are exposed to attempts 
to deprive them from their (Pal- 
estinian) national identity. Those 
outside of the occupied territories 
suffer from the agony of the dia- 
spora. from persecution and a con- 
tinuous state of siege. 

Therefore; foe PLO does not 
accept any fragmentation of the 
suffering of foe Palestinian people 
or any dealing with this suffering if 
it does not address the essence of 
the cause, namely the Zionist occ- 
upation of the Palestinian hom- 
eland and foe complicated and. 
integrated- results of such occ- 
upation at all levels. 

Thus the PLO, together with 
the Palestinian people and the 
Arab nation, believes that the ele-. 
vatic n of the suffering of the Pal- 
estinian people could only be rea- 
lised through the restoration of all 
the inalienable and national 
rights of foe Palestinian people 
including their right to self- 
determination which constitutes 
the crux of these rights. 

Therefore, without the rea- 
lisation of these rights, all other 
proposals that are being suggested 
are no more than fragmented and 
temporary solutions which would, 
only complicate and deepen the 
agony of foe Palestinian people 
and that would legitimise efforts 
by those responsible (for the suf- 
fering of the Palestinian people ) to 
intensify the oppression and the 
persecution (of the Palestinians) 
through new forms which will be 
at the expense of the future, the 
unity, the land and the holy shr- 
ines of the Palestinian people. 


Stemming from this position, 
the PLO had submitted three pro- 
posals during foe last roilnd of 
talks in Amman, which aimed at 
pushing the talks in a positive dir- 
ection in order to achieve a just, 
durable and comprehensive pea- 
ceful settlement of the Palestinian 
question and of the conflict in the 
Middle East. 

But the three formulas, as we 
were told by Jordan, were rejected 
by the American administration. 

The PLO affirms, with, a pri- 
ncipled position, its concern to 
realise a positive course for the 
joint Jordanian-Palestinian rel- 
ations. 

The organisation’s stand stems 
from its national and patriotic 
commitment and is based on the 
resolutions .of the consecutive 
PNC sessions and the Palestinian 
political constants. Its stand also 
stems from its conviction that the 
Palestinian-Jordanian rel- 
ationship, with its background, 
dimensions and uniqueness, sho- 
uld not be affected by any passing 
or incidental fluctuations and cha- 
nges. 

This relationship should res- 
pond to the interests of both the 
Palestinian and Jordanian people 
opposing pressures and con- 
spiracies which aim at both peo- 
ples. And hence is our perception 
of this strategic relationship which 
ties the fate of the two peoples. 

The PLO bases its movements 
with Jordan, other Arab and other 
non-Arab parties on this: reality 
(the strategic relationship bet- 
ween the Jor danian and the Pal- 
estinian peoples) and on its basis 
the organisation takes its decisions 
and defines its stands on all issues 
pertaining to the Palestinian cause 
and to the Palestinian people’s 
affairs. 

Most of the suffering and per- 
secution which the PLO was exp- 
osed to so far has been due to its 
determination to maintain the 
independence of the Palestinian 
decision which has always been 
based on the organisation's com- 
mitment and adherence to the 
Arab national interests. 

The organisation has refused 
before and refuses now any att- 
empts to enfringe on the ind- 
ependence of the Palestinian nat- 
ional decision, such attempts 
which aim at bypassing our nat- 
ional legitimate rights. 

In the light of the above-men- 
tioned the PLO stresses the 
following :- 


Tenth: The PLO views, sug- 
gestions that a settlement was 
eminent, that all of the complex 
issues of foe conflict were resolved 
and that all what was needed was a 
positive stand by the PLO. as a 
form of a cover up on facts and an 
oversimplification of realities. 

In our point of view such sug- 
gestions. and accordance to our 
information about the American 
and Zionist positions, contradict 
with the political logic and with 
accurate and sound calculations of 
the complex situation in the Mid- 
dle East. 

For despite attempts by some to 
refer to what bas been described 
as a positive change on foe part of 
the U.S. position, vis-a-vis the 
Palestinian people, the still 
insists on allowing Israel the right 
to veto any peace ideas or plans 
which Israel doesnotfrad suitable. 


First: The organisation, stemming 
from its national responsible pos- 
ition , will continue its determined, 
adament and tedious struggle in 
all of its forms at foe heart of 
which lies the armed struggle to 
realise the national, legitimate and 
inalienable rights ot the Pal- 
estinian people, including thier 
right to return to their homeland 
and to establish their independent 
state with Jerusalem as its capital. 

The achievement of these rights 
constitutes the basis for a just and 
durable peace in our area. 


Second: The PLO, which exp- 
resses pride in foe solid stand of 
our people inside and outside the 
occupied territories, a stand which 
reflects our people's commitment 
to the national rights and their full 
support for the organisation, ple- 
dges to our Palestinian masses and 
the Arab nation to continue foe 
straggle in all arenas and at all lev- 
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Fourth: The PLO, as it continues 
its struggle on all levels, prides in 
its alliance with its friends. This 
alliance, is reflected in the support 
.and commitment by foe Socialist 
countries and its forehead, foe 
Soviet Union, for foe Palestinian 
struggle in the international arena. 

It also prides in its alliance with 
foe non-aligned countries and foe 
Islamic and African nations. It 
also notes the positive dev- 
elopments in the stands of several 
European countries vis-a-vis foe 
Palestinian question. 

Therefore, the PLO will con- 
tinue to bolster and enhance these 
alliances and to develop their 
dimensions and their positive 
impacts on our national straggle. 

The PLO, which prides in foe 
solid national Palestinian unity, 
embodied by our great people eve- 
rywhere, renews its appeal to all 
foe Palestinian factions to meet 
within the framework of the PLO 
to enhance our national unity and 
to close any loopholes which could 
be used by , the enemies of our 
people to intrude and tamper with 
our solid national structure and 
unity. 


MINE.OLA, New York - The 
lives of Joseph Bertis Randolph 
Miller and Darrin Giraud crossed 
only briefly at college five years 
ago, but police say Giraud learned 
enough to take over Miller's ide- 
ntity and destroy his reputation. 

And in a particularly painful 
twist. Miller may have to give up 
his name to straighten things out. 

As police tell it, Giraud used 
Miller's name to join foe U.S. 
army and air force, get arrested, 
run up debts, enter a drug- 
treatment programme, open che- 
cking accounts, get listed as an 
AIDS patient, rent cars and ele- 
ctronic equipment, and obtain a 
government social security card, 
driver’s license and credit cards. 

M flier, meanwhile, found him- 
self being turned down for jobs 
and getting mail be could n’t figure 
out. 

And working with military age- 
ncies, police and banks to clear his 
na me has been a daunting task, he 
said. 

"The true Mr. Miller has about 
two years of work to straighten 
this out, if ever." said Stephen 
Sadowski.a New York state police 
spokesman. 

Sadowski said foe best way for 
Miller to straighten out his life 
might be to take a hew identity 
himself. 

Giraud. also 25, was arrested in 
January. He said his life had been 
mired in foster homes, drug abuse 
and psychiatric problems. 


Fate threw Miller and Giraud 
into foe same dormitory room at 
foe New York State University at 
New Paltz for three weeks In 
1981. 

“I thought he was weird." Mil- 
ler said. "He was super smart. 
After three weeks, I wanted out.’’ 

Miller said the first sign som- 
ething was amiss came Feb. 16. 
1985, when he got a letter saying 
foe school bad a request for inf- 
ormation about him from a drug 
rehabilitation programme. He 
dismissed it as a mistake. 

He recalls no other peculiar 
occurrences until last June, when 
he was looking for a job. "Eveiy 
time it got to reference checks,, 
nothing would happen," be said. 

With a friend’s help, he got 
work with an aircraft man- 
ufacturer. 

On Sept. 19, he received a cer- 
tified letter addressed to Private 
First Class Joseph B.R. Miller. 

It said: "A review of your mil- 
iary personnel records failed to 
produce a record of your dis- 
charge from foe service." It war- 
ned him to contact authorities or 
possibly “encounter substantial 
prejudice in obtaining emp- 
loyment and other benefits." 

About foe same time, a Bank in 
Elgin, Illinois, came after him 
about a debt. 

He went to police, who found 
Giraud in Plattsburgh. New York, 
his last address as a me ruber of the 
air force. On Jan. 23, Giraud was 
arraigned on charges of criminal 
impersonation, forgery and pos- 
sessing forged documents. 


Office regulations 

IT is no secret that the state of the private-sector 
employees is getting worse everyday.

People are 
kicked out of their jobs with no valid reasons. 
Pregnant secretaries are forced to leave their jobs 
to unmarried secretaries.

— "‘Death other than your own: This is no 
excuse since you can arrange for the funeral to be 
held late in the afternoon, however we can let you 
off an hour earlier provided your work for the day 
was complete. 

— ""Your own death: This will be accepted as an 
excuse, but we would like at least two weeks notice 
as we fed It is your duty to train someone else to 
take over your job. 

— “Quantity of work: No matter how much 
you produce it would never be enough. 

— ""Quality of work: The minimum acceptable 
level is perfection.” 

Where is all this going to lead, I wonder.

They play their 
quarter-final at Liverpool on Tue- 
sday. 

Manchester United launched a 
ferocious opening onslaught on 
the West Ham goal Sunday, but 
found veteran 'goalkeeper Phil 
Parkes and the defence, well mar- 
shalled by England stopper Alvin 
Martin, in a highly -defiant mood. 

Parkes was forced to make sev- 
eral fine saves, notably with his 
legs from Colin Gibson in the sev- 
enth minute and a diving block 
from Mark Hughes early in the 
second half. 

But West Ham did more than 
resist pressure and their opening 
goal in the ISth minute was a 


well-placed header of formidable 
power by Pike. He met Mark 
Ward’s right-wing comer with 
perfect timing to leave the United 
defence helpless. 

The Manchester side were 
never able to control play with 
their usual authority and were alr- 
eady looking disgruntled with 
themselves when Irish striker 
Frank Stapleton conceded the 
penalty with a charge into the back 
of Alvin Martin. 

Stewart powered the bail past 
Chris Turner from the spot to 
leave United, missing the ins- 
pirational qualities of Robson in 
midfield, two goals behind and. 
although they fought spiritedly to 
recover, well-beaten. 

West Ham almost made it three 
in the closing minutes when Sco- 
ttish striker Frank McAvennie hit 
the post. 

Hie win was West Ham’s first 
over United in the F.A. Cup since 
1 964 and came with a good omen 
— every time the teams have met 
in the competition since 1945. the 
winners have gone on to win the 
cup itself at Wembley.

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Machinists escalate TWA strike

^ W YORK (R) —The strike by 
JJght attendants against Trans 
World Airlines (TWA) escalated 
shsiply Sunday as machinists at 
major airports across the nation 
refused to cross picket lines. 

The International Federation of 
Flight Attendants (IFFA) said 
TWA operations had been bro- 
ught to a halt at Kennedy, La Gua- 
fdia and Newark airports, all ser- 
ving the New York area, as well as 
airports in Chicago, St. Louis and 
Kansas City. 




IFF A spokeswoman, Ms. Karen 
Eitelberg, said that in addition, 
'ground crews in London, Rome, 
Paris and Tel Aviv were hon- 
ouring die strike by refusing to 
refuel TWA planes. 

She said more than 20 aircraft 
were stranded in Europe. 

The EFFA claimed its biggest 
victory in the two-day strike Sun- 
day when the 2,400 members of 
the International Association of 
Machinists and Aerospace Wor- 
kers in Kansas City refused to 
cross picket lines and dosed down 
TWA’s main service and mai- 
ntenance depot. 


TWA later denied that the fac- 
ility was dosed. 

The strike by 6,000 attendants 
began at midnight on Friday when 
TWA and the IFFA failed to reach 
an agreement on wage and benefit 
concessions. 

TWA Chairman Carl Icahn said 
he had asked die attendants to 
accept a 22 per cent wage cut as 
part of a stringent economy plan 
to save the airline. The attendants 
claim that Mr. Icahn was really 
askingfor a 45 percentreduction. 

TWA spokesman, Ms. Sally 
McElwreath, earlier said that the 
company was experiencing dif- 
ficulty at its Kansas City depot 
"Apparently the maintenance fac- 
ility at Kansas City had a large 
□umber of people who did not 
show up for work or joined the 
pidtet lines," she said. 


“Without servicing, TWA can- 
not put their planes in the air." 
Ms. JEitelbeig told Reuters. 


The action would have no imm- 
ediate effect on the airline, she 
said. “It is not going to ground the 
airline immediately. The facility is 
used for long-term maintenance 
rather than day-to-day mai- 
ntenance." die said. 

Later. TWA spokesman, Mr. 
Larry Hilyard, said the company 
“emphatically denied " that the - 
facility was closed. “Just because 
people decide not to cross the pic- 


ket line does not mean the facility 
is dosed,*’ he said. 

He also denied that TWA ope- 
rations at Kennedy and Chicago 
airports had been halted. 

“We had 85 per cent of our 
machinis ts turn up for work at 
Kennedy, and 180 out of 181 
machinists turned up at Chicago. 
IFFA must be having flights of 
fancy," he said. 

Ms. McElwreath said TWA 
flew 52 per cent of its scheduled 
flights Saturday 1 and planned to 
bring 25 more planes back into 
service on Monday, including two 
international flights from Boston 
to Paris and* Rome. 

“We intend to bring 25 aircraft 
bade into operation on Monday, 
another 50 on Tuesday, with sub- 
stantial additions on Wednesday 
and Thursday to bring our ope- 
ration up to 100 per cent by Fri- 
day,” Ms. McElwreath told Reu- 
ters. 

The IFFA said that TWA’s tar- 
get was unreachable. 

'The only way the company can 
return to full operating conditions 
is with our cooperation. And that 
means signing a contract with the 
union. As long as this strike con- 
tinues the company cannot res- 
ume fiill service, " IFFA spo-

Price instability hits countertrade expansion

LONDON — A sudden fall in 
world oil prices, the collapse of 
numerous proposed deals, and 
severe financial reverses for sev- 
eral trading companies, have 
come as a jolt to the business of 
countertrading. 

The world trading phenomenon 
of recent years, countertrade has 
owed its success and its growth to 
the world economic crisis, and the 
different ways in which it has aff- 
ected both rich and poor cou- 
ntries. 

The industrial nations of the 
West have been keen to sell then- 
products to keep factories fully 
occupied but have found their tra- 
ditional customers unable to raise 
the necessary hard cash. 

Those countries have been equ- 
ally anxious to acquire Western 
goods in many cases in order to 
modernise their own industries. 
The answer has been to exchange 
— resources, such as oil. or rel- 
atively low technology products 
one way, industrial and consumer 
goods the other. 

This growth has been checked, 
however, by the difficuItiesHenc- 
ountered by some of the best- 
known practitioners of cou- 
ntertrade. 

Nowhere was this more sharply 
underlined than in Austria where, 
in recent months. Intertrading, a 
unit of the Voest-Alpine steel 
group, and Merx. a trading unit of 
Cheraie Linz, have suffered heavy 
losses in connection with oil barter 
^deals with Iran. 

In Nigeria , which e merged a few 
years ago as Africa's most agg- 
ressive user of countertrade, lar- 
gely based on oil resources, num- 
erous deals have been cancelled or 
suspended as unworkable. For a 
time, the country's countertrade 
policy was put into abeyance and 
only more recently has it been cau- 
tiously reactivated. 

Just as the oil price rises of the 
1970s sparked the recession and 
gave impetus to the growth in bar- 
ter. the sudden and sharp price fall 
is prompting widespread concern 
that oil may no longer be inv- 
ulnerable as a tool in cou- 
ntertrade. 

This unexpected reversal of for- 
^ tu ne for oQ barter specialists stems 
from the decision by the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) members, last: 
year to end the two-tiered price 
system — the so-called OPEC off- 
icial price which was deemed art- 
ificially high, and the real, spot 
market price. 

With this has come the end of 
the oQ production quotas, the exi- 
stence of which through last year 
caused many producers to con- 
clude billions of dollars in barter 
•deals to circumvent their own 
self-imposed restraints. 

The resulting unpredictability 
of prices is now imperilling the oQ 
barter market in a way which does 
not affect other commodity deals 
'where prices, while low, are far 
more easy to predict. 

Yet, while the Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and Dev- 
elopment (OECD), the General 
Agreement on Tariff and Trade 
(GATT) and other opponents of 


countertrade can take satisfaction 
that some of the dynamism has 
gone out of the practice, the fact 
remains that its growth potential is 
strong. 

It is abetted by the halting rec- 
overy of the Western economies, 
lack of a cohesive programme to 
resolve the Third World debt cri- 
ses. and the weakness of the non- 
oil commodities, many of which 
are the sole items of trade for dev- 
eloping countries. 

In recent months, Malaysia, 
advised by Barclays Bank of the 
UK. has firmed up a national 
countertrade policy. 

Pakistan, which has long cou- 
ntenanced bartering on an uno- 
fficial basis, is commissioning sev- 
eral Western trading companies to 
use countertrade specifically to 
i mpTove the quality and balance of 
its trade. 

Greece, with the support of its 
banking community, has set up an 
organisation to handle cou- 
ntertrade. 

In some South American cou- 
ntries, such as Venezuela. Col-’ 
ombia, Ecuador' 1 and Brazil, an 
increasing number of stateor large 
private companies are using rec- 
iprocity as a lever when^ con- 
cluding deals wilh foreign sup- 
pliers. 

Nowhere is this more evident 
than in Turkey, where a long saga 
surrounding the supply of 54.2 bil- 
lion in F-16 fighter aircraft by 
General Dynamics of the U.S. 
continues. U 5 . trade officials bel- 
ieve the deal will be worth 55 bil- 
lion, of which 52 billion is likely to 
be offset by trade. 

The sophistication with which 
countertrade is being practised 
suggests that it has been far more 
prevalent in the post-war trading 
system than has so far been adm- 
itted or recognised. 

The countertrade involvement 
of the U.S. — nominally an opp- 
onent — was underlined in a rec- 
ent International Trade Com- 
mission report. 

The report said that in 1984 
alone some 57.1 billion in sales 
agreements involved cou- 
ntertrade. of which military- 
related offsets amounted to 55.8 
bilfion. 


The countertrade obligations 
incurred as a result of those deals 
required U.S. companies to han- 
dle some 52.7 billion in tra- 
nsactions for their customers. 

Political concern has been voi- 
ced in Washington about the off- 
sets, and the loss of US. technical 
leadership through technology 
transfer abroad, and this has pro- 
mpted a series of hearings by the 
House banking sub-committee. 

The evidence given, however, 
sought to allay fears on this. 


Mr. James Blaker. the deputy 
assistant defence secretary, told 
the oommittee that the offset pro- 
gramme was important in that it 
gave U.S. al fiance partners a cap- 
acity for self defence and helped 
create a multinational defence 
force. 

Technology transfer was not 
such that the U.S. defence base 
had been eroded, he said. 


Developing nations call for 
liberalising textile trade 




PEKING (AP) — Representatives from 23 developing countries and 
regions demanded Saturday that developed countries eliminate all 
forms of discriminatoiy restrictions on textile trade, the official Xin- 
hua News Agency reported. 

They news agency quoted the head of the Indian delegation, Mr. J . 
K. Bagchi, as saying that discriminatory and restrictive measures 
taken by developed countries against imparts of textiles mid clothing 
from developing countries have caused great difficulty for India's 
foreyn trade.

The committee was reminded at 
various times that US. mul- 
tinationals, particularly in the aer- 
ospace field, employed teams of 
people whose role was to purchase 
goods from overseas customers. 
Indeed, it was the US. offset pro- 
gramme, begun in the early 1950s, 
which provided the basis for its 
subsequent handling of cou- 
ntertrade. 

Mr. Joel Johnson, a vice- 
president of the American League 
for Exports and Security Ass- 
istance, sought to discourage 
Washington's involvement in set- 
ting policy for his group's mem- 
bers, which include the big aer- 
ospace concerns. While cash- 
for-goods was desirable, Ame- 
rican companies had to be com- 
petitive. 

Any effort to allay the use of 
countertrade would have to be 
done on a multilateral basis, and 
not be just a unilateral attempt to 
“fix" something the US. deemed 
was wrong. He added that inf- 
ormation about offset was sen- 
sitive and any government mis-: 
handing of it “would whet the 
appetites of foreign customers for 
even more...”. 

One of the main hurdles the sys- 
tem still has to overcome, how- 
ever, is the continued opposition 
of the international economic est- 
ablishment. 

In a report issued last year, the 
OECD found that countertrade 
accounted for j ust five per cent of 
world trade, that is about 580 bil- 
lion. While the figure is generally 
conceded as far too modest by 
many trading organisations, the 
OECD concedes that the practice 
has grown shaiply. 

It notes that, from the company 
point of view, the use of cou- 
ntertrade. or more simply rec- 
iprocal trading, to help win an 
export order, has its appeal. The 
OECD, nevertheless, sees dan- 
gers to the world trading system 


from too widespread a growth in 
the practice. 

GATTs case, too, is that bil- 
ateralism distorts the normal 
growth of trade and that it often 
perpetuates inefficiencies in a spe- 
cific nation’s trading industries. 

Even worse, it excludes non- 
partidpating countries from exp- 
anding their trade and often locks 
countries into long-term and dis- 
advantageous trading patterns, as 
is common within Co me con or 
among certain Western nations, 
such as Finland, which trade hea- 
vily with the Comecon bloc. 

“Substituting discriminatory, 
bureaucratic decision-making for 
the impersonal workings of mar- 
ket forces may boy some peace in 
the short run, but only at a heavy 
cost in terms of its impact on the 
medium-term prospects for fri- 
endly commercial and political 
relations," says the GATT report. 

The long-term professionals in 
the business privately agree with 
the GATTs concern. But they 
point out that countertrade will 
not go away as' long as there is a 
debt crisis and as long as a vast 
part of the world is devoted to cen- 
tralised planning with all the ass- 
ociated problems of lack of con- 
vertible currencies. 

As a British trade department 
official recently told a trade sem- 
inar, it was perilous to be too san- 
ctimonious about so-called pure 
trade. Was not money itself a vol- 
atile commodity? he asked. And 
were not the money merchants 
responsible for much of the Third 
World debt problem? 

“Now they find the costs of rep- 
ayment or refinancing seriously 
affected by demands for this 
commodity outside their control 
—such as the US. budget deficit. 

“The purveyors of money have 
a selling job to do in many parts of 
the world today," he said. “There 
is a confidence gap to be made up" 
— Financial Times news feature. 


Gulf Arab countries say oil prices 
have fallen to unacceptable levels 


RIYADH (R) —Saudi Arabia and its Golf allies said 
Sunday oil prices had fallen to unacceptable levels 
and only cooperation between all producers, within 
and outside OPEC, could change this. 


In a statement issued after a 
five-hour session of Gulf Coo- 
peration Council oQ ministers 
here, they said theofi market“had 
deteriorated to an unacceptable 
level that we hope will convince all 
of the importance of coo- 
peration.” 

Ministers from Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, Qatar, the United Arab 
Emirates, Oman and Bahrain met 
to coordinate policy ahead of a 
conference of me 13-nation Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) next Sunday in 
Geneva. 

Their combined oQ output is 
close to 7.5 million barrels per 
'day. Only Oman and Bahrain do 
not belong to the 13-nation- 
OPEC. 


“The current situation is har- 
mful to producers inside and out- 
side OPEC and also to consumers 
in the short and long-term, so we 
need to bring together all the eff- 
orts of producers inside and out- 
side OPEC," tiie statement said. 

“It is difficult, if not impossible, 
for a group — whether the Gulf 
Cooperation Council, OPEC or 
any other body — to stop the det- 
erioration." 


The two North Sea exporters 
are notexpected to be ata meeting 
between non-OPEC and OPEC 
producers in Geneva on March 
19. Oman, Egypt, Malaysia, Bru- 
nei and Mexico are among the 
non-OPEC producers likely to 
attend. 

The Gulf Arab states have been . 
blamed by OPEC hard-liners, 
such as Algeria, Iran and Libya, 
for causing the market collapse in 
which prices have dropped by 50 
per cent or more. 

These states have called for 
sharp short-term production cuts 
to prop up prices, and a return to a 
general policy of output restraint 

The Gulf ministers, who ref- 
erred in their statement to a 1982 
meeting in which they warned of a 
fall in prices caused by ove- 
rproduction in the North Sea and. 
inside OPEC, railed for “res- 
ponsibility from all and the avo- 
idance of distortions of facts." 

IE A estimates slight decline in 
OPEC output 

Meanwhile, the International 


Energy Agency (IEA) estimated 
Sunday that OPEC crude oil pro- 
duction will average nearly a mil- 
lion b/d less in the first three 
months of this year than in the last 
quarters of 1985. 

It said total OPEC output 
would slip to an average 16.8 mil- 
lion b/d in January- March com- 
pared with 17.6 million b/d in the 
previous quarter. 


anisatioc for Economic Coo- 
peration and Development 
(OECD), which fell by 1.7 per 
cent to 34 million b/d in 1985, is 
expected to rise slightly to 34 J 
million in 1986, assuming prices 
stay around February's levels. 


The IEA figures showed s lig ht 
. production declines in Libya and 
Iraq and sharper folk in Iran and 
Nigeria. But analysts said the cut- 
backs by. Iran and Libya were the 
only ones with an apparent pol- 
itical motive, while the Iraqi and 
Nigerian production cuts could 
have been due to lengthy dis- 
cussions on price formulae with 
potential lifters.

The IEA sees output in Saudi 
Arabia, the largest OPEC exp- 
orter, rising to 4 J mQfion b/d from 
4 3 million in the last 1985 qua- 
rter, and the United Arab Emi- 
rates and Qatar also producing 
100,000 b/d more apiece.

“P rejections of OECD oQ con- 
sumption in 1986 have been rev- 
ised upwards, taking into account 
recent reductions in crude oQ and 
product prices," the report said. 

The rise in oQ use was likely to 
be concentrated in die last three 
quarters of 1986 because of the 
time needed for crude oQ price 
fells to be passed through to pro- 
duct prices. In the first quarter a 
drop in consumption of around 
one per cent was expected. 

The report said preliminary est- 
imates indicated company stocks 
would be reduced by 13 mfilion 
b/d in the first quarter of 1986. in 
fine with normal seasonal trends.

There was no sign that the cou- 
ntries were wavering in their sup- 
port for a policy agreed by OPEC 
last December, under- which it 
abandoned an output ceiling of 16 
million barrels per day (b/d) to go 
for an undefined “fair share" of 
the oQ market. 

The policy switch followed aba- 
ndonment of official OPEC prices 
last September by Saudi Arabia, 
the last member of the cartel to do 
so. 

Saudi Arabia and the others say 
publicly that output restraint will 
only work if all oil producers par- 
ticipate, and have singled out Bri- 
tain ami Norway for particular 
attention.

KAMPALA (R) — Uganda’s National Resistance 
Army (NRA) said Sunday it had seized the strategic 
northern town of GuJu, stronghold of former gov- 
ernment troops who had vowed to defend the area to 
the last man. 


The Defence Ministry said in a 
press statement that the NRA. 
which took power in Kampala in 
late January, captured Gulu at six 
O'clock (1500 GMT) Saturday 
evening. It gave no indication of 
casualties. 

The reported capture of Gulu 
gives the NRA control over alm- 
ost the entire country. 

Gulu was the stronghold of 
former army commander Lt.- 
Gen. Bazilio Okello. He was quo- 
ted as saying last month that he 
would take his revenge on the 
NRA and "crush them because 
they are traitors." 

The NRA now controls all of 
southern and central Uganda and 


much of the north, but have not 
yet seized Kitgum. towards the 
Sudanese border, or Arua, north 
western borne of former dictator 
Idi Amin. 

The terse Defence Ministry sta- 
tement said the NRA seized Gulu. 
about 320 kilometres north of 
Kampala, after three hours of 
heavy fighting. 

‘This is a strategic victory for 
the NRA. The struggle con- 
tinues.’* it added. 

The NRA. who consist mainly 
of Bantu southerners, have enc- 
ountered relatively little res- 
istance as they have moved north 
despite a long history of bitter riv- 
alry between them and the Nilotic 


northerners. 

Kampala residents say nor- 
therners have little to fear from 
the NRA because they are well- 
disciplined. in strong contrast to 
other armed factions notorious for 
their brutality. 

Uganda's new president and 
NRA leader Yoweri Museveni has 
vowed to make reconciliation 
between north and south a top 
priority, and sent emissaries to 
Arua last month in an attempt to 
reach a peace agreement with 
members of the former gov- 
ernment army. 

Meanwhile in Jeddah, former 
Ugandan President Idi Amin was 
Sunday quoted as saying be was 
unconcerned by the possibility 
Uganda’s new leaders might seek 
to extradite him. 

"I am not afraid . Nobody will 
even consider this request.*’ he 
told the Saudi Gazette newspaper 
in an interview. 


Anglicans to debate women clergy 


TORONTO. Canada (R) — Lea- 
ders of the world's 65 million .Ang- 
licans meet in Canada this week to 
discuss the divisive question of 
women priests and moves for rec- 
onciliation with the Roman Cat- 
holic Church. 


The meeting on Wednesday, 
which brings together archbishops 
of the 28 .Anglican Churches every 
three years, will be chaired by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, Rob- 
ert Runcie. who was cautiously 
supported the idea of women pri- 
ests in his Church of England. 

Women have been ordained 
priests in the three -million strong 
L^.S. Episcopal Church and the 
one-million strong Anglican 
Church of Canada for nearly 10 
vears. 


Hie only other Anglican Chu- 
rches with women priest? are in 
Hong Kong and -'."ganda. although 
there is continuing debate in Eng- 
land. Scotland. Australia and 
South Africa, among others. 

A declaration last year by 1 1 2 
U.S. bishops favouring admission 
of women to their ranks has put 
female clergy on the primates’ 
agenda as the most closely wat- 
ched topic. 

Edmond Browning, the new 


Episcopal presiding bishop, told 
Reuters of the American Church's 
“overwhelming support for 
women in the ministry" and he 
expected U.S. Episcopalians, who 
have more than 500 women pri- 
ests out of a total of some 13.000. 
would eventually name a woman 
bishop. 

But some traditionalists, inc- 
luding Bishop of London Graham 
Leonard, have voiced strenuous 
objections. 

Leonard, the third-highest Eng- 
lish prelate and a leader of the 
Anglo-Catholic faction that str- 
esses Anglicans' roots with 
Roman Catholics and members of 
the Eastern Orthodox faith, war- 
ned that naming a woman bishop 
could cause a split.* 

A recent gallop poll said 20 per 
cent of American Episcopalians 
still oppose women clergy. About 
20.0U0 members broke away from 
the U.S. church after women were 
admitted to the priesthood, to 
form several splinter groups. 

Ironically. Leonard is due to 
deliver the keynote address at an 
international conference of tra- 
ditionalist priests and bishops in 
Fairfield. Connecticut, beginning 
on Monday. 

A sponsor said it was “dumb 


luck 1 * that the traditionalist ses- 
sion would occur just before the 
opening of the Toronto meeting, 
where another focus is expected to 
be efforts to heal the 450-year-old 
split between Rome and Can- 
terbury. 

A new element was added last 
week in London when Roman 
Catholic and Anglican bishops 
working for unity said Anglican 
moves for women priests pre- 
sented a “fresh and grave obstacle 
to reconciliation." 

At the same time, they released 
a letter from Dutch Cardinal Joh- 
annes Willebrand saying the Vat- 
ican might be willing to recognise 
rhe validity of the Anglican pri- 
esthood if Anglicans officially 
adopted doctrinal statements on 
the ordained ministry and the 
eucharist worked out by the- 
ologians of both churches. Agr- 
eement on the question of papal 
authority was described as much 
tricker. 

Despite conciliatory moves, inc- 
luding a trip by Pope John Paul II 
to Canterbury In 1982. Runcie has 
said he wondered if the Pope reg- 
arded him as merely a "layman 
with pious intentions 1 " because of 
the Vatican's refusal to recognise 
Anglican priestly orders. 


U.K. aiming to sell new 
tank turrets to Pakistan 


LONDON (AP) — Sir Geoffrey 
Howe, the British foreign sec- 
retary. is expected to discuss the 
sale of an advanced British tank, 
turret later this month, the Sunday 
Telegraph reported. 

It said that Britain hopes to sell 
arms worth £175 million (5-245 
million) ro Pakistan, including the 
Marksman tank turret which has 
twin guns, radar and computerised 
electronics. 

“It could be fitted to tanks alr- 
eady in service in Pakistan and is 
undergoing trials there... if the 
deal goes through, Pakistan would 
wish to purchase 50 of the turrets 


initially, with about 70 to follow. 
The eventual total value would be 
about £420 million (5588 mil- 
lion the weekly said. 

The newspaper noted that Bri- 
tain has just completed a deal 
worth £60 million (S84 million) 
for the sale of the British 28 .700- 
ton aircraft carrier Hermes to the 
Indian Navy. 

Sir Geoffrey wOl make a week- 
long visit to Pakistan and India at 
the end of March and will travel to 
Pakistan's border with Afg- 
hanistan to learn about refugee 
problems before going to New 
Delhi, the weekly said.

Astronaut 
chief accuses 
agency of 
risking lives 


HOUSTON. Texas (R) — A U.S. 
space agency official has charged 
that it exposed astronauts to pot- 
entially “catastrophic” hazards 
since October 1984 through its 
pressure to launch more buttle 
flights. 

The allegations were made in a 
memo written on March 4 by John 
Young, chief of the astronaut off- 
ice at the Johnson Space Centre in 
Houston and an astronaut who 
flew more missions than anyone 
else. The memo was released by 
the space agency Saturday. 

In the memo. Young des- 
cribed problems “potentially as 
catastrophic to the space shuttle 
programme” as the Challenger 
explosion last Jan. 28. 


All seven astronauts aboard the 
shuttle were killed in the bla. . 
which occurred 75 seconds after 
launch. 

The 12 -page memorandum was 
sent to George Abby, head of 
flight crew operations for the 
space agency, and copies went to 
all astronauts, shuttle chief Ric- 
hard Truly and other agency off- 
icials. 

"If the management system is 
not big enough to stop the space 
shuttle programme whenever 
necessary to make flight safety 
corrections, it will not survive and 
neither will our three space shu- 
ttles or their flight crews” 
Young's memo said. 

It also said that missions had 
been launched "with less than cer- 
tain full reliability and full red- 
undancy of the systems that we 
operate.” 

As the number of launches inc- 
reases. “we will start having inc- 
reasing numbers of various con- 
ditions and events... where things 
are not working normally and 
management will still want to go 
fly,” Young predicted. 

‘‘We should not allow any inc- 
rease in the inherent risk of ope- 
rating the space shuttle just to inc- 
rease the launch rate, or reduce 
operating costs or fly unsafe pay- 
loads.” 

Young cited what he called an 
■‘awesome list” of safety problems 
starting with a decision not to red- 
esign “extremely sensitive” fla- 


uttle and its liqufcl fuel tank in 
late 1984. 

In October 1985, a regulator on 
one of Challenger’ s masoeuvering 
jets locked up, and NASA deckled 
to go ahead anyway be said.

Australia 
dismisses 
security 
scare for 
Queen 


SYDNEY (R) —Irish community 
leaders accused newspapers and 
security officials Sunday of spr- 
eading false rumours that the Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) might 
attack Queen Elizabeth during 
her current Australian visit 

Some local tabloids bad rep- 
orted that a counter-terrorist alert 
was issued to customs men fol- 
lowing information that the IRA, 
which is fighting to end British 
rule in Northern Ireland, might try 
to assassnate the Queen. 

Police dismissed the reports, 
saying they were blown out of all 
proportion. 

A senior police official said ela- 
borate security arrangements for 
the royal visit were nothing unu- 
sual. **We have to be on die alert 
for any eventuality,” he said. 

The Queen and Prince Philip 
have received an enthusiastic wel- 
come from crowds of people since 
they arrived in Australia on March 
2 for a 12-day Australian tour. 

There has been no sign of hos- 
tile activity by any groups, inc- 
luding anti- royalists or the IRA. 

The press reports said a group 
of Irish nationals were detained 
and searched at Sydney airport 
during the past week as part of the 
security alert. 

But an Irish community leader. 
Nancy O'Donnell, said the Irish 
group was composed of musicians 
who would perform as part of an 
Irish week. 


Police 
receive 
anonymous 
letter on 
Palme case 


STOCKHOLM (Agencies) — 
Stockholm police said Sunday, 
they had notyet been contacted by 
the author of an anonymous letter 
containing information they felt 
might be related to the killing of 
Prime Minister Olof Palme. - 

Police Commissioner Hans 
Holmer said Saturday the letter 
contained “some interesting obs- 
ervations” about the night Mr. 
Palme was. shot on a downtown 
Stockholm street. 

Mr. Holmer. speaking in a Sat- 
urday news conference on pro- 
gress of the hunt for Mr. Palme's 
killer, provided no details of the 
observations and no hints as to 
how important police thought 
they might be. 

The Stockholm newspaper Aft- 
onbladet speculated Sunday that 
the letter supported a theory tha t a 
second man involved in the attack 
was on foot near the scene of the 
Slaying. 

Mr, Holmer said the author of 
the letter reported he or she had 
been walking on a street near the 
shooting. 

Police spokesman Leif Hall berg 
confirmed Sunday that there had 
been no contact yet from the aut- 
hor of the letter. 

Mr. Holmer had used his Sat- 
urday news conference to appeal 
to the author of the letter to con- 
tact police again. 

"We want help now.” be said. 

Mr. Palme, 59. was shot in the 
back with a 357 -Magnum rev- 
olver as he and his wife Lisbet. 55. 
walked home unguarded from a 
movie. 

The Swedish prime minister, 
who had resisted tight peisonai 
security measures for years, had 
given his bodyguards the evening 
off and had not told security off- 
icers he was going to the movie. 


Mr. Palme was honoured in two 
demonstrations in central Sto- 
ckholm Saturday, one by some 
6.000 immigrants to Sweden and 
the other involving 1.000 people 
also marking International 
Women's Day. 

Meanwhile the Turkish new- 
spaper Mflfiyet said Sunday Swe- 
dish police hunting the killer of 
Mr. Palme are looking for three 
Kurdish guerrillas. 

Cerail Bayik, Israel Dogru and 
Ali Haydar Kaytan. said to be 
members of the Kurdish Workers 
Party (PKK). were named as sus- 
pects in statements to police in 
Stockholm by dissident PKK 
member Baki Karaer. it said. 

Milliyet and Hurriyet new- 
spapers Saturday printed pictures 
of Bayik. 32, next to a composite 
picture of a suspect issued by Swe- 
dish police and said attention foc- 
ussed on him because of the res- 
emblance. 


Soares sworn in as 
Portugal’s president 


LISBON (R) — Veteran Socialist 

Mario Soares was sworn in Sunday 
as Portugal's new president, rep- 
lacing Gen. Antonio Ramalho- 
Eanes who had ruled fora decade 
after the 1974 revolution that res- 
tored democracy. 

Mr. Soares, who has served 
three times as prime minister since 
the revolution ended a right-wing 
dictatorship, swore an oath of all- 
egiance to file constitution in a 
solemn ceremony in parliament 
attended by an array of world lea- 
ders. 

T swear cm my honour to cany 
out the functions for which I am 
invested, to defend the con- 
stitution . to ab kJe by it and ensure 
that others abide by it.” 61- 
year-old Soares said. 

He will be Portugal’s first civ- 
ilian president in 60 years. 

The ceremony was conducted 
by the President (speaker) of the 
Parliament, Fernando Amaral, 
who was flanked by Mr. Soares 
and Gen. Eanes. After t aking the 
oath, Mr. Soares shook hands with 
Gen. Eanes and exchanged seats 
with him. 

Guests present included French 
President Francois Mitterrand. 
U.S. Vice-President George 
Bush, the Spanish and Italian 
Prime Ministers Felipe Gonzalez 
and Bettino Craxi and rep-

Responsibility for the attacks 
was claimed by the left-wing 
urban guerrilla group the Popular 
Forces of April 25. named after 
the date of the 1974 revolution.

Contras halt fighting, pose 
little threat to Managua 


TEGUCIGALPA (R) — U5.- 
backed Nicaraguan rebels have 
almost completely abandoned the 
battlefield and pose little threat to 
the leftist Sandinist government. 
Western diplomats and Honduran 
government officials said. 

They told reporters that over 
the last few months about 10.000 
fighters of the Nicaraguan Dem- 
ocratic Force (FDN) lave crossed 
from Nicaragua into Honduras 
because of lack of political and 
military leadership.

’The Contras are not doing 
anything,” said one Honduran 
colonel who has been involved 
with the FDN since its formation 
in 1982. 


"They have had the same lea- 
dership and tactics for four years. 
They have to restructure the FDN. 
because if they don't, they (the 
Reagan administration) are thr- 
owing money into the sea,” the 
colonel said. 


They said the influx had ala- 
rmed the government, already 
concerned about the FDN pre- 
sence. and caused concern in the 
Reagan administration, which is 
pressing Congress for $100 mil- 
lion in aid for the rebels. 

The rebels, known as Contras, 
also suffered shortages aid tra- 
nsport problems in Nicaragua. But 
their major failing was lack of a 
political philosophy which could 
motivate their fighters and win 
abroad peasant support, the off- 
icials said.

The two mam parties. Liberal 
and Conservative, have dom- 
inated Colombia since ind- 
ependence from Spain in 1619. 

Political commentators said a 
big turnout Sunday, especially in 
the cities, should favour die new 
Liberalism Movement of dis- 
illusioned Liberal Sen. Luis Carlos 
Gal an. 

Colombian voters have a rep- 
utation for apathy shown by an 


abstention rate ranging between 
43 and 67 per cent over the last 25 
years, and Mr. Gal an. 42. hoped 
to change that, they said. 

The second new force at work in 
the campaign is the leftist Patriotic 
Union set up by guerrillas of the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia (FARC).

Ecuador’s air force chief denounces rebellion 


QUITO — Ecuador's rebel armed 
forces chief, making a stand at a 
heavily defended militar y base 
after refusing to accept tiis dis- 
missal, faced a strong challenge 
when his former colleagues den- 
ounced his actions in a national 
television broadcast. 

Gen. Jorge Andrade, the new 
air force chief, flanked by more 
than a dozen top air force com- 
manders, appeared on television 
to accuse Lt-Gen. Fr ank Vargas 
Pazos of rebelling to further his 
own political ends. 

Gen. Vargas was dismissed as 
chief of staff of the armed forces 
and of the air force by President 
Leon Febres Cordero after he ref- 
used to hand in his resignation to 
Defence Minister Gen. Luis Pin- 
eiros. 

He fled to the Pacific coast air 
force base- of Manta, which radio 
repo rts said was defended by some 
600 heavily armed troops under 
his command. Gen. Vargas told a 
television interviewer earlier that 
civilians had also come forward to 


help in the defence of the base. 

Gen. Andrade warned that if 
Gen . Vargas “does not put an end 
to his illegal stance . he should look 
to the consequences and assume 
responsibility for them.”

JAKARTA (R) — Indonesia, 10 
years after its invasion of East 
Timor, says it hopes the issue of 
the former Portuguese colony can 
be settled at the United Nations 
once and for aiL 

Indonesian Foreign Minister 
Mochtar Kusumaatmadja said the 
General Assembly was likely to 
shelve a debate on East Timor, a 
small island territory of 600,000 
people 600 kilometres off the 
Australian coast, for the fourth 
consecutive year. 

And he told reporters Saturday 
he hoped the issue could be finally 
resolved so that it would not be 
included on next year’s agenda of 
the U.N. session. 

Indonesia’s official Antara 
News Agency said Mr. Mochtar 
would start a visit to East Timor 
on Monday. He would have taiirc 
with local leaders of the ruling 
Golkar Party and announce gov- 
ern mart projects approved for the 
1986/87 financial year. 

Mr. Moch tar’s statement is part 
of a successful strategy by Ind- 
onesia to defuse the once body- 
debated East Timor issue. 

Indonesia says it sent troops to 
East Timor in December 1975 to 
end a bloody civil war that would 
otherwise have been won by the 
Marxist Revolutionary Front for 
an independent East Timor (Fre- 
tilin). 

It faced simmering unrest from 
separatist guerrillas and con- 
demnation at tire United Nations. 
But gradually the Indonesian 
army put down file unrest until 
now Jakarta estimates Fretilin 
strength at a. mere 700 men under ■’ 
amis operating in isolated mou- 
ntain areas.
